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China Says U.S. 
Patrol Plan in 
Viet Nam a Plot

TOKYO (AP) - 
Communist 


China today called U.S. pro- 
posals for guarding the South 
Viet Nam-Cambodia border with 
United Nations patrols a plot to 
expand American aggression in 
Indochina. 


"U.S. aggressors must get out 


of South Viet Nam; they must 
get out of Indochina," a Peking 
radio broadcast quoted a Pe- 
king People's Daily editorial as 
saying. 


Replying to U.S. Ambassador 


Adlai E. Stevenson's declara- 
tion May 21 before the U. N. 
Security 
Council, the Chinese 


said: "China absolutely cannot 
allow the United Nations to be 
drawn into the situation in In- 
dochina." 


The Red 
Chinese 
rejection 


was spelled out in an editorial 
by "Commentator," and other- 
wise unidentified but high-rank- 
ing official. 


Stevenson proposed that the 


Security Council request Cam 
bodia and South Viet Nam to 
establish a military force to pa- 
trol the frontier which South Vi-

Nikita Leaves 
Nasser With 
Loan Promise

CAIRO (AP)-Soviet Premier 


Khrushchev ended a 17-day vis- 
it to Egypt today after warm- 
ing up the farewell with a prom- 
ise of a $277 million loan for 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser's 
second five-year plan. 


In return, Nasser gave Khru- 


shchev a wholehearted endorse- 
ment of Soviet foreign policy, in- 
cluding the Kremlin's views on 
peaceful coexistence. 


A joint communique by the 


two leaders placed the Egyp- 
tians squarely behind the Soviets 
in the struggle between Peking 
and Moscow for influence in Af- 
rica's new nations. 


Cheering workers, 
given a 


half holiday, jammed the airport 
for Khrushchev's departure, and 
upwards of 2,000 troops and se- 
curity men were on hand. Nas- 
ser gave his guest a warm em- 
brace. A 21-gun salute boomed 
out as the Soviet leader waved 
before entering his airliner. 


Khrushchev's departure was 


delayed an hour and a half, but 
the reason was not announced. 


The joint communique was 


made public after a final ban- 
quet Sunday night in the gar- 
dens of former King Farouk's 
luxurious Kubbah Palace. 


Khrushchev 
said the Soviet 


Union had decided to help the 
United Arab Republic with its 
second economic plan, which 
begins next year. 


He said the assistance would 


include a steel plant with an an- 
nual capacity of one million 
tons and a 10,000-acre model 
farm where Soviet techniques 
would be used to reclaim the 
desert. He left it to Nasser to 
tell the cheering crowd 
the 


amount of the aid. 


Terms of the loan were not 


disclosed, but it was presumed 
that they called for repayment 
over 12 years at 2.5 per cent in- 
terest. The previous $500 million 
in Soviet credits to Egypt was 
on this basis. 


The United States has sup- 


plied Egypt with $750 million 
in assistance in the last 10 
years. 


The U.S. State Department 


warned last fall that further 
U.S. assistance was imperiled by 
Nasser's intervention in Yem- 
en's civil war and the Senate 
tacked a rider onto the foreign 
aid bill barring aid to countries 
.''engaged in or preparing for 
'aggressive military effort," 


In the Khrushchev - Nasser 


communique, Nasser defended 
the 
"legitimate right of the 


Cuban people to defend their 
sovereignty" after Khrushchev 
warned that U.S. reconnaissance 
flights over the island 
could 


have "most fatal consequences 
for those who undertake such 
gambles." 


Both leaders denounced "at- 


tempts to torpedo the Geneva 
agreements of 1962 with regard 
to Laos,' 'but they did not say 
whether they thought the Unit- 
ed States or Cumminist China 
was responsible for the crisis in 
the Southeast Asian kingdom. 


Nasser endorsed 
the Soviet 


Union's bid to attend the com- 
ing meeting of Asian - African 
states as an Asian power. Red 
China says the Soviet Union is 
predominantly a European pow- 
er and should be barred.

arrangements for 


their 1964 convention and pon- 
der whether a new: statement 
by Dwight D. Eisenhower would 
influence

convention's 


choice of a presidential nomi- 
nee. 


The former president 
called 


Sunday for "responsible, for- 
ward 
looking Republicansim" 


and a candidate who would car- 
ry out that program. But he did 
not name any names, and he re- 
pealed that he does not intend 
to 
dictate 
the 
convention's 


choice of a nominee. 


The convention arrangements 


committee's main job today was 
to pick a slate of officials ac- 
ceptable to backers of all the 
major potential nominees. 


Sen. Thruston B. Morton of 


Kentucky, a moderate, and Gov. 
Mark Hatfield of Oregon, gener- 
ally considered a liberal Repub- 
lican, were the likely choices 
for permanent 
and 
temporary 


chairman respectively. 


The position of keynote speak- 


er was still up in the air. 


Rep. William E. Miller of New 


York, the GOP national chair- 
man, has considerable backing 
for the job, but he said Sunday 
night that he does not want it- 


There also were reports that 


Hatfield would be proposed for 
the 
dual role 
of 
temporary 


chairman, to open the conven- 
tion, and keynote speaker, to de- 
liver the quadrennial indictment 
of the opposition party. 


Backers of Sen. Barry Gold- 


water, R-Ariz., an active candi- 
date for the presidential nomina- 
tion, indicated they would op- 
pose such a move.

were more interested in Eisen- 
hower's statement 
in a copy- 


right New York Herald Tribune 
story 
than in convention ar- 


rangements. 


The big question was: Had the 


former 
president's 
statement 


helped or hurt the chances of 
any of the potential nominees?

party leaders who are not open- 
ly backing any of the candidates 
seemed to think Eisenhower had 
knitted a blanket big enough to 
cover all of them.

Nelson A. Rockefeller's 
campaign,'said, "It appears to 
me that Rockefeller sits right 
in the middle of Gen. Eisenhow-
